Askren has now white hair”, with 
five sons, three in the service o2 
the United States army and navy 
and twa in the foreign lands, 
where the march of tramping feet 
is heard and the bombs are burat- 
ing. “Yet it is a source of hap- 
piness and pride to Mrs. Askren. 

David Paul, 21 is now a first 
class seaman in the regular navy 
and recently tcok tests prior to 
becoming a petty officer.

Miss Askren is a librarian in the 
University Museum of Paleontol- 
ogy at Ann Arbor. 

With the exception of David, the 
brothers and their sister are grad- 
uates of the University and hol 
degrees. 

The family history is one of 
service and sacrifice and adven- 
ture. Mrs. Alice Askren went to 
Egypt as a trained nurse and met 
Dr. D. L. Askren, for 40 years 
head of the American Mission at 
Fayoum. Mrs. Askren came to 
America to educate her children 
and settled in Northfield, where 
the daughter went to the Semin- 
ary and the -boys to Mpunt Her- 
mon school. Later the family lo- 
cated at Ann Arbor, Mich., to 
conclude the education of the chil- 
dren. 

Dr. and Mrs. Askren served in 
the Red Cross in Jerusalem dur- 
ing the last war, and Dr. Askren 
died in Egypt in 1937.

$35,000 War Drive 
Red Cross Quota 
For County Area 


A quota of $35,000 for Frank- 
lin county’s contribution to the 
war relief fund of the Red Cross 
has been set by national head- 
quarters in a telegram to Frank 
L. Boyden, chairman of the Coun- 
ty Chapter. 

In the first World war the chap- 
ter contributed $24,106, its 
quota being $20,000. The Red 
Cross annual roll-call, recently 
completed, was the largest in the 
history of the chapter’s roll-call, 
amounting to $12,170. . 

The Springfield chapter yester- 
day authorized purchase of equip- 
ment for eight mobile Red Cross 
canteen units and for 20 emerg- 
ency ambulances in accordance 
with instructions issued to all 
chapters of the First Corps area.

The Back Yard Gardener 
By G. O. Oleson 


My biddies gave me one more 
cause on Thanksgiving Day for 
giving thanks. The eleven of them 
turned out nine eggs, and one of 
these was double-yolked which 
might be counted as one and a 
half. Maybe they in turn were 
thankful that I had bought our 
Thanksgiving dinner from a local 
poultryman rather than utilizing 
home grown meat. 

And I’m certainly thankful now 
that I followed Mum's advice. A 
few weeks ago I thought of put- 
ting in lights to help stimulate 
producticn—in, other words to 
copy big-time poultrymen. But 
Mum objected. “If you do,” she 
says, “you'll have them laying 
more than they ought to.”” And 
at the rate they have been going, 
I guess she’s right. With lights, 
we'd probably have them produc- 
ing better than 100 per cent. 

The eleven hene which I now 
have, in the first 20 days of 
November, produced 12 dozen 
eggs which is in the slang ver- 
nacular “shelling ’em out.” Fig- 
uring feed costs alone my eggs 
so far—September 5 to November | 
20—have cost me a shade under

Next spring I hope to have 
things ready so that I can buy a 
tew chickens, raise them during 
the summer, and use the cockerels 
as broilers. And I think cthac 
home gardens will be another 
thing that most folks should con- 
sider seriously during the next 
three years in order to cut down 
living expenses, 

Speaking of gardens, I spent a 
few hours Thanksgiving Day get- 
ting my roce bushes ready for 
winter. I took the ramblers and 
ciimbers off the trellises, rolled 
the branches together as well as 
I could without getting too many 
thorn stabs and covered them 
with burlap. Then I’m going tc 
iay them On the ground and cover 
them with leaves and sovil. Lhis is 
really one of the best ways o1 
proecting rambler and cimber 
roses, Ur course it’s difficult it 
you've let your climbers twine in 
and out of the trellises. It’s next 
to impcssible to get them out. 

Win other roses mght now is 
a good time to clean away weeds 
and other growth and put a mouna 
of dirt over the roots. This pre- 
vents any chance of water stand- 
ing on the ncots during the win- 
ter. That’s one thing that certuinly 
raises havoc with rose bushes— 
water standing on the pots. You 
can mound it up from the soil 
around the plants, but it’s better 
to bring in soil from another part 
cf the garden and make a little 
mound six or eight inches high. 
And of course after the ground 
is thoroughly frozen a layer, of 
manure o rstraw, say three or four 
inches, is good to give further 
protecticn to the roots. Then the 
chances are even Steven that your 
bushes will come through the win- 
ter O. K. And even if the tops 
get killed with the roots alive new 
growth will start next spring.
